MANILA', March 13, 11:55 A. M.—At daylight to-day Brigadier 
General 


Lloyd Wheator.'s divisional -brigade, consisting of 
the Twentieth 
United 


State Ir.fantry, the Twenty-second In Cantry, eight companies of the Wash- 
ington Volunteers, seven companies'of the Oregon Volunteers, three troops 
of th'e Fourth United States Cavalr y, and a mounted battery of the Sixth 
Artillery, was drawn up on a ridge behind San Pedro MacaU, a mile south 
of the town. 


The advance was sounded at 8:30 A. M., the cavalry leading the column 


at a smart trot across the open to th e right, eventually reaching a clump 
commanding the rear -of Guadalupe. . 


Supported by the Oregon Volunte ers, the advance force opened a heavy 


fire on the rebels. The response was feeble 
and 
desultory, apparently 


coming from handsful of men in every covert. 


While the right column was swinging towards the town of Paslg, the 


left advanced, pouring volleys into the bush. A small body of rebels made 
a determined stand at Guadalupe Church, but the 
enemy was unable 
to 


withstand the assault. 


GUNBOAT CLBA RS THE JUNGLE. 


At 7:30 A. M. a river gunboat started towirds Paslg. The rebels were 


first encountered by this vessel in th e Jungle near Guadalupe. 


Steaming slowly, the gunboat poured a terrific fire from her Catling guns 


'into the brush. For all of an hour the whirring of the rapid-fire guns alter- 
nated with the booming of the heavier pieces on board. 


In the meantime Scott's battery ashore was shelling 
the trenches 
and 


driving the enemy back. The artillery then advanced to the ridge of bam- 
boo and drove a few of the enemy's sharpshooters away with 
volleys 


from the carbines. 
The artillery then advanced and met with little oppo- 


sition. 
In the meantime the infantry had been sent forward in extended 


order, the Washington regiment rest Ing on the bank of the river, each regi- 
ment deploying on reaching its station -and furnishing Its own supports. 


REBELS IN W ILD FLIGHT.

The enemy's loss was believed to b e severe, but only ejght i Americans 


were wounded. 


At this stage of the engagement it wa.s raining heavily.
